As long as their surfaces are smooth 
aud their crests unbroken tho vessel 
rides them easily and safely. But whan 
they break, and tecondary wives are 
formed, itiiquitooiherwise. Thou tho 
ship plunges into the foaming walls up- 
reared around it, with frame racking 
shocks; Immense rhaaseiof water thun- 
der down upon its deck, tweepiag 
everything clean, and sometimes eveu 
the strongest hulls and the best sea- 
manship aro unable to prers.il in the 
coutett. This la the danger tha.t the 
spreadiugofoilovorthewavMremoves.

resisted. Of course the 'formation of 
the wave as a whole cannot be prevented 
by this mare surface remittance, but tho 
Ouaraoter of the action going ou at tne 
surface ii controlled by it, aud that is 
tho important thing so far AS the safety 
of ships is concerned.

oiout as other oils—olive oil, for In- 
stance, in smoothing waves—for petro- 
leum op n tains > comparntlvoly small 
proportion of .that ingredient. TheQer- 
man 'investigators would recommend 
the iate of pure oleic told excop't for the 
faot that It freezes at atxmt IS degrees 
above zero and consequently .is uieless 
iu very cold weather, .They havo found, 
however, that a mixture of ololc acid 
»nd alooliol remains liquid at only flvo 
degrees above tero, aud they accord- 
ingly recommend suph a mixture as be- 
ing .the best wave.calming maaus yet 
discovered. Almost any animal or Vege: 
table oil is better tha'ti petroleum. Soap 
water hag been found effective, if a 
soap containing plenty of oleic acid, 
which all soaps do not contain, It used.
